But we may well deſiſt, this 
Crime being more rare, than Wolves

ſtaſtice, the profits of Religion he aim- 
edat; and therefore that is the firſt 
notion of Simony. And againſt it that 
great Apoſtle is{o hot. What favour 
the Fathers had for it, hath been ſhew- 
ed in part, and may be eaſily con- 
jetur'd by the ſharp Canons made 
againſt it, We will conclude this part 
with the zeal of that mirror of Learn-

Men of confctence- cannot ; and men 
of parts,-will not ſtoop to theſe ſinful 


Conditions. Nor is it (as Calvinnotes) a__ 40. 
the benefit of the Church, but of the 7 


Preſentee ; that theſe men look after ; 
as alſo their own ; zo ut eccleſirs fit 
proſpetum(lays he) ſed its qui accipiunt; 
and hence (as he goes on) they call 
it not Miniſteriurm but Beneficium : not 
ſervice but benefice, that they preſent 
to. Yea, theſe men. would have ex- 
cluded the whole 630 fathers, in that 
famous Council of Chalcedon, becauſe 
they were all againft ContraQts at 
Entrance, as appears by their 2d Ca- 
non. Pious and humble men, refuſe 
to 
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to-enter by this Golden Gate, where 
our Saviour would not. It ſeldom 
proves a kind Match, where Joyn- 
tures, and Jewels, are the only way 
of wooing : but extream bad, where 
Money 15 made the only call, and title 
to afteCtion, -between the Prieſt and 
People. Were St. Petey a Patron, and 


one ſhould offer him Money, his an- 


{wer would be, Thy money periſh with 
thee, becauſe thou thinkeſt the gift of God 
way be purchaſed with money. Arnobius 
notes, that the firſt Chriſtians ſaw ſo 
much evil in Trade, they were nigh 
condemning it : but they have ſuth- 
Ciently condemned this already. How. 
baſe muſt the houſe of God look ? 
when pious and learned, the only veſ- 
ſels of Gold and Silver, are all exclu- 
ded? How coarſe the Eccleſiaſtical 
Batch, whea all the flowre is bolted 
out, and nothing uſed but Bran. A. 
{ad Garden, where the Flowers are 
all caſt out, and nothing, left but

in all the Crows. and exclude the 
Doves. The ſcandals of the Church, 
lye muchat the door of theſe Patrons ; 
who by promoting leſs fitting men ,

a bold affront to: Chriſt ; to let him 
have no Ambaſſadors, but men of no 
Conſcience. Had there been more 
Mecenas's the Church had had more 
Mero's : but Homer himſelf muſt be 
packing, if he have no pay. 
4. As the ſole Reteiner of this Sin, 
in the World. God may be caſed 
from this Sin : and Nations freed from 
the Scourge, that attends, would Pa- 
trons give leave. Our Kings, Parlia- 


ments, Laws, and all (but one Judges croe; 


Reports) are againſt it. The People 
cry it down. The, SeCtaries decry Pa- 
trons and Patronages (for their ava- 
ritious choice and 1mpoſfitions) as An- | 
tichriſtian. The Clergy muſt needs 
be againſt it, both in Conſcience and 
Intereft ; for what they do in this 
kind,muſt be the effe&t of moral force. 
If therefore Patrons pleaſe, God may 
have leſs -diſhonour, the Church leſs 
fcandal, the Kingdom leſs danger, and 
mens conſciences lefs trouble, by their 
. laying aſide this crying ſin ; and the 
world will have one ſpecies of ſin leſs 
than it had. If this may not be grant- 
ed, we may reaſonably defire with the 
Sicilian ( when Scipio the. Pretor, ap- 
pointed him a fool for his _ » 
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that we, may have none at all : bit- 
that he would appoint him to his Ad« 
verſaries. But why may we not pre- 
vail with them, to eaſe God of this 
trouble? do they not value ? nor can 
never need his favour ? Have they no 
ſouls to be ſaved ? no Heaven to look 
after ? no Hell to beware ? no judg- 
ment day to dread ? no account to' 
take care of ? Is it all one, whether 
he pleaſe or diſpleaſe ? O then we 
may fear the gingling of the Silver, 
makes them forget themſelves : and 
as St. Ambroſe, ſpeaks, Religioſarum 
audientiam Scripturarum tinnitus ris 
excludit ; and drowned the 'voice of 
the holy Scriptures, yes, and of their 
confciences too. | 

5, Let him ſee his danger to him- 
ſelf and Family.

Who fif- 
fered the laſhes of Chriſt, but the 
Buyers artd Sellers in the Temple? the 
reſt were ſent civilly away: Nor-can 
any bring them in, whom Chriſt 
whipt our. Nor can they be .tem- 
ples of the holy Glioſt, whom Chrift 
ejected. rg ; 

Every Authot can farniſh you with 
inſtances of the miſerable devaſtati- 
ons that Sacrilege hath made 1n- the 
world : and Sacrilege (without doubt ) 
It is, to uſurp to your own uſe; what 
is appropriate to divine Service: and 
Simony *tis as a Metchandiſe of fpirt- 
tual things: Sacrtlege, as it reſpe&ts 
the profits : and Simony, as *tis a vio- 
lation of the Spiritual calling. You 
are not the firſt that have done it ; 
nor the firſt that have been ruined 
| by it. Joſephs tells us T heodeffes was 
, truck blind for mixing Scriptures 
with his Tragedies : but what may 
we expect, that mix God's treaſure 
with our eſtate ? The Phociazs had 
ploughed away but a little of God's 
ground, and were ſentenced for it in 


a good fumm, by that general c_ 
x cit 
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A General Diſcourſe 
cil of Greece the AmphitFions, which 
being refuſed, they were utterly rout- 
ed out. Our Fathers devoted our 
Church-maintainance to God, by 
their ſolemn vows at the Altar : Ana- 
zias and Saphirs did no more : yet 
when they withdrew part , nothing 
but their ruine could expiate the crime, 
both dying away ſtrangely, AF. 5. 1. 
Your families may grow fat, but not 
healthful by eating Church Revenues, 
In ancient time, none deſired of at- 
tempted any ſuch thing, but indigent 
Cic. Bruto #. 1wretches, as Cicero obſerves to Brutw : 
—_ ct Templis Deorum immortalium imminet 

hominum egentium & perditorum ſpes. 
And few in our Age are guilty of it, 
but very griping or very ſharking fa- 
milies. And certainly the ways theſe 
proud and -beggarly men propound 
for their riſe, will prove their ruine, 
{ſince nothing can be more dangerous, 
than to build our Houſes ſo near the 
Flames of the Alrar. And fooliſh to . 
expect God ſhould bleſs them in, and 
advance them upon the Ruin of Re- 
—_— ligion, and Property. *'Twere well, 
if the Gentry would often read the 
Collections of that learned and pious - 
Gentleman, Sir Henry Spelman, and 
they

they would ſoon difcover thie linger- 
ing poyſon men. ſwallow, whilft.chey 
greedily devour Church-Morſels. .A 
thouſand Families have done it in our 
times ; and a thouſand Families have ' 
periſhed by it. Ea 

Laſtly, Let the Patron conſider the 
Reſtitution he is bound to make, if he 
be worth it ; or undergoe the puniſh- 
' ment of his Iniquity for ever. , For 


enim res aliena cum read; poteſt, noned- 
ditur : . non Agitur penitentia ſed fingi-. 
tur. Tf we reſtore not What we ſin'd. - 
in taking, when we can ; we do.not- 
at repentance, but feign it. Huic pe-. 
nitendi. medicira non omnino prodeſt , 
this medicine of Repentance, neither. 
cures his guilt, nor diſcharges his pu-, 
 niſhment. His prayers and tears are. 
abomination to, the Lord,. becauſe he.
